ELECTRICAL CLAY-PURIFY ING, 


An electrical process for purifying clay, 
brought to the notice of the English 
Ceramic Society by Dr. W. R. Ormandy, 
depends upon the fact that clay is electro- 
negative, while its chief impurities are 
electro-positive. The emulsified clay. is 
partially coagulated by adding electro- 
lytes, and is further purified hy passing 
through a vessel having electrodes differ- 
ing by 60 to 100 volts. The clay-substance, 
with as little as 18 to 20 per cent. of 
water, is deposited as a continuous blan- 
ket 4} feet wide-and a quarter of an inch 
thick. Even fine particles are-removed, 
and the solid. prodnot. may contain as 
much a4 99.5 per cent, <M china-clay. 

WHEN THE. VARIOUS’ CLOUDS coME. 

" Making ~ '100,000° ‘records ° of elouds 
observed sat wipsom, Eng., in. the eight 
years ending 1910, 8: C. Ruseell has found 
that cumulus cloud occured. on 1,622 days, 
‘the greatest number, ‘and stratus on. 1,155. 
The upper clouds—ineluding cirrus, cirro- 
stratus, and cirro-macula~-were very 
prevalent in summer, with minima in 
winter; and ail shewed morning and 
evoning maxima. Intermediate clouds-— 
cirro-eumulus,  alto-stratus, and alto. 
cumulus—were ‘also | more common in 
summer, Lower forms—strato-cumulus, 
nimbus, fracto-nimbus, fracto-cumulus, 
stratus, and fog--are most frequent in 
winter. Clouds of diurnal ascending cur- 
rents—cumulus and cumulo-nimbus—have | 
maxima at’ noon-'and 3 p.m. -in- every 
month irrespective of. season.
